Not yet two months old, the voca- 
tional training camp for disabled 


belt, / Veterans of the World War in Im- 


peria} Valley has made a promising 
start toward solving one of the na- 
tion's greatest problems and the 
eighty men who compose it con- 
fidently declare that the experi- 
mental stage has been pasged and 
that success is assured. . 

It is the first training camp of 
the kind in the country and was iIn- 
stituted last January under the 
direct supervision of the Federal! 
Board for Vocational Education. The 
results are being keenly watched by 
Federai officiais, for the aims of the 
Imperial Valley camp Offer a solu- 
tion to the disabled soldier problem, 
these aims being to give the ex- 
service man adequate and efficient 
instruction, place him on productive 
land, make him a partner in the re- 
turng and ultimately make him the 
owner of the ground. 

The Imperial Valley camp and a 
smaller -one in Arizona, near Phoe- 
nix, -were instituted under 4a con- 
tract between the vocational board 
and T. W. McDevitt, the letter un- 
dertaking to provide suitably de- 
veloped land under an agreement 
with the owners: 

If the plan works out successfully. 
the men will in. two years have 
acquired ability to conduct farming 
operations and will also have 
equities amounting to 50 per cent of 
the vajue of tracts of land varying 
in ajze according to productivity. 

The camp now consists of about 
6000 acres of developed land and 
has eighty soldier students and six 
instructors. It is proposed to in- 
crease the number of soldiers in 
the camp to 400 next fall and pro- 
vide as many additional instructors 
are reauired 


LEARN BY DOING. | 

In addition to classroom instruc- 
tion, the men in the Imperial camp 
are learning how to farm by doing 
the wark of farming under the direc- 
tion of practical experienced farm- 
ers. This spring they have 140 acres 
in grapes, several hundred acres of

FARMS OFFER HOPE FOR DISABLED. 


hundred acres of alfaifa, a dairy 
ranch of 100 cows and maize and 
barley fields. 

All these crops promise to yield 
well. The dairy ranch is on the 
Alamitos ranch near Holtville. The 
cows are being paid for from the 
proceeds of the cream, 60 per cent 
of the returns being used for this 
pugpose and 40 per cent applying to 
the price of the land. 

The plan is that of Mr. McDevitt, 
whose health was restored and for- 
tunes rehabilitated in the Imperial 
Valley and who has § first-hand 
knowledge both of the producing 
qualities of Imperial Valley soil and 
of the healing properties Of Impe 
Valley climate. 

The Federal Vocationa] Board ap- 
proved'‘the plan and made a contract 
with Mr. McDevitt to train 400 men 
ir diversified farming in accordance 
with it. Local officials of the voca- 
tional board, having observed the 
workings of the plan in the Imperial! 
camp for the past six weeks, ex- 
press the opinion that the idea is 
sound and will be successful in a 
marked degree. 

BIG IMPERIAL RANCHES. 

Mr. McDevitt has obtained about 
£000 acres in Imperial Valley and a 
smaller tract in Arizona. He bought 
the British-American ranch of 2300 
acres between Brawley and Holtville, 
holds a lease option on the Tamarack 
ranch of 2000 acres, seven miles 
from Imperial, and holds in trust 
the Crawford ranch of 1600 acres 
near El Centro. Other ranches have 
been offered him under the condi- 
tions cf sale to the soldiers stipu- 
lated by him and the’ vocational 
board. Even though no initial pay- 
ment is made and well-developed, 
productive land is demanded, Mr. 
McDevitt says there will be sufficient 
land available for all the soldier 
students that may be assigned. 

Some of the soldier-students have 
had classroom training at Davis, 
Berkeley, Oregon, Tucson or other 
schools. Mr. McDevitt's idea is that 
two or three years on the ranch, 
performing actual! work, will supple- 
ment the technical training, and 
make the men efficient and success- 
| ful farmers. Preliminary results in

The price of the 
land, in fact, should be largely de- 
termined by the result in this re- 
spect: If the land is priced so that 
it will yield 25 r cent a’year, the 
plan is a success? otherwise it is not. 

The Tamarack ranch, for instance, 
represents a value of $575,000, in- 
cluding buildings and equipment.

The problem of caring for dis- 
abled soldiers and fitting them to 


graver than is commonly Fealized 
Mr. Shirrell says. There are 600,- 
000 disabled men in the country as 
the result of the war, and Califor- 
nia and Arizona will undoubtedly 
have more than their quota because 
of the favorable conditions here. 
Men in considerable numbers are 
paying their way here, so that the 
success or failure of the Imperial 
Valley undertaking is of tremen- 
dous import and so recognized all 
over the country. More than $200.,- 
000 a month is being paid out now 
from the Los Angeles office, besides 
about $75,000 a month expended for 
tuition fees. One of the $3,000900 
hospitals provided for by the gov- 
ment will be erected in this lo- 
ty, thle exact site not yet being 
determined. 

The task, while in most 
temporary, is of huge proportions 
and its results will be far-reaching.

MERICA 
Out of the welter of the greatest war 
in the history of the world a new America 
is rising, like an athlete primed for the 
marathon race, purified by suffering, but 
holding fast to the eternal verities. 

Dear old America is “beating back,” 
eager to make the race that is set before 
it, conscious that in its last contribution 
to the freedom of the world f did its duty 
manfully and poured the last measure of 
devotion upon the altar of civilization. 

But the way upward, the readjustment 
that we so impatiently complain of, means 
& supreme effort on the part of more than 
one hundred millions of people to set their 

‘ house in order and prepare for the career 
that beckons the greatest nation on the 
footstool. 

The experience of this country, coupled 
with that of the nations of the Old World, 
is nothing new, however. Ecclesiastes, the 
preacher, a thousand years ago, said there 
was no new thing under the sun. It is as 
true today as when written, and it is worth 
while when we are complaining and see 
only more storms ahead to take a reckon- 
ing of the world and note that in the 
hoary days back in the beginning of his- 
tory there were wars and tumults, famines 
and all manner of disturbing things. But 
the same history relates that these things 
passed, as they are passing today, and the 
nations afiicted were made stronger by 
the experience. 


there was a deluge and only the family of 
Noah survived, including his wife and 
three sons, Shem, Ham and Japheth. Out 
of the whole world the Lord sifted this 
quintette for the making of a new peo 
ple. But the ark rested on Ararat and Je- 
hovah gave a covenant that the world would 
never again be destroyed. He sat His bow 
in the clouds and remembered His promise. 


chances are that Noah and his family were 
more pessimistic than any of the breed 
of the latter days. 

David gathered in the cave of Adullam 
400 men, those who were in distress, in 
debt and discontented, and he was their 
captain, but these conditions passed away 
and David was glorified later. 

Today the world is topsy-turvy. With 
Germany prostrate but defiant; England, 
France and Italy, the Allies, victors in the 
great war, but so far unable to enforce 
the terms of the armistice, with England 
harassed by turbulence and unrest in Ire- 
land, India and Australia; Russia, with 


throats and torn by the ravenous Bol- 
sheviki; Turkey dismembered, sullen and 
bitter; Poland, Armenia, the Balkan states 
and other principalities struggling for au- 
tonomy and existence; Austria all but 
wiped off the map of the world—Durope is 
today a seething whirlpool of blood, rapine 
and slaughter, with conditions that argue 
annihilation unless soon righted. 


But there have been wars before. The 


Jephthah, Samson, Saul, David and Josiah 
fought for the liberty of Israel by shaking 
off the yoke of powerful kings and they 
were finally successful. The pillar of 
smoke at day and the pillar of fire at 
night led the children of Israel through 
the wilderness, and the power of the Phil- 
istines, Ammonites, Moabites, Idumeans, 
Arabians and Syrians was reduced and 
finally broken. Jehovah did not abandon 
His people then. He will not do so now, 
for His promises are ever faithful. 


The Old Testament is one continued 
story of fighting, elther at the command 
of the Lord against the Amalekites and 
the Canaanites or for revenge, as the at- 
tack of the Hebrews on the city of Gibeah 
and the marching of David against the 
Ammonites. 

Millions of people today are suffering 
from famine, but that is no new story. We 
recall the seven years of famine in Egypt, 
as foretold by Joseph in interpreting the 
dream of Pharaoh, and there were famines 
in Palestine in the times of Abraham and 
Isaac.

And there were fighting men in those 
days, and continual wars. It is estimated 
that armies of more than 800,000 men 
were under the banners of David at one 
time.

ity; a revolt against conditions, a reaching 
out for some intangible thing, a desire to 
follow false prophets who insist that twice 
three are ten, a rancor and bitterness that 
has seldom been equaled in the history of 
the world. But these things shall pass 
away. Nations have been sorely afflicted 
before. The uplifting hand of Jehovah is 
under the universe. It cannot fail. 

In America the symptoms are not so 
virulent or pronounced, but there is plenty 
of evidence that the poison of the war is 
still in our veins. Let us return thanks to 
the Benign Being that the clouds are lift- 
ing and that the bow of promise of better 
things is again in the sky. Values are 
uncertain, but they are steadying; labor 
is having much difficulty in accommodating 
events, but we are trying to get back on 
solid ground and will do so, though the 
way is a hard one, and many sacrifices 
must be made. It is the old story of the 
-verities that have stood the test of time 
since the morning stars sang together— 
that pay will be exacted for every breach 
of national faith, We who dance must pay 
the fiddler. We have violated every rule of 
industrial and commercial prudence; the 
exigencies growing out of the war brought 
about a situation that still lingers. We 
must get our head out of the clouds, down 
to the solid rock of national health, and 
the gates of hell shall not prevail 
against us. 

The superb spirit of America is on the 
rebound; men are being clothed in their 
right minds; sanity is prevailing and the 
turbulence and unrest of the hour are pass- 
ing. We have endured much and our tri- 
umph over our baser and money-grabbing 
passions will be complete. 


HAMON CASE. 

The State, we are told, is taking every 
precaution to prevent Jake Hamon being 
tried for his own murder. The jurors were 
all asked if they were willing to disregard 
the life and character of the murdered 
man and pass their judgment solely upon 
Clara Smith Hamon, the “other woman,” 
the accused murderess. 

It is interesting to find that the jurors 
are mostly men of middle age, around the 
forties, and that it was at about this age 
that men could be found to declare they 
could “disregard” Jake Hamon's life and 
character. Young men and old men could 
not be quite so cynically “just,” you see. 
And it would have been difficult to get a 
woman's jury of any age to meet such an 
undertaking. 

For, of course, from a strictly feminine 
standpoint, it is Jake Hamon who is on 
trial for his own murder. 


It is wholly illogical that Mrs. Hamon, 
the wife, and Clara Smith Hamon, the other 
woman, should be wasting their bitterness 
on each other. He cheated them both, 
failed them both, exploited them both and 
they are companion victims. In _ their 
hearts they both despise him utterly, yet 
in their wretchedness they are taking it 
out on each other. Yet, actually, in this 
hour of sordid misery, they should be 
standing shoulder to shoulder defending 
their womanhood. Jake Hamon commit- 
ted moral suicide and Clara Hamon was 
Destiny’s weapon, much more of a fool than 
a knave. 


We are not trying to justify murder. 
Clara Smith Hamon will be punished for 
her crime, whatever “degree” it comes un- 
der. But Jake Hamon fs punished, too, he 
was the principal, and he has already paid 
the penalty. A man ¢& great ambitions, his 
own life and his own acts have thwarted 
their final attainment. ‘Tis said he as- 
pired to political prominence and that he 
was in a fair way to win a responsible of- 
ficial position. Destiny used Clara Smith 
Hamon to defeat that consummation and 
to spare the country. That sort of a char- 
acter could scarcely have been a credit to 
the nation. In other times, under other 
circumstances, Clara Smith Hamon would 
have been a Charlotte Corday. 

Whatever happens to Clara Hamon now 
is of small account, notwithstanding the 
space devoted to the trial by newspapers. 
Whether she’ lives or dies, goes free or 
serves a prison term, she is of little more 
consequence than the gun she used. And 
it doesn’t greatly matter that Mrs. Jake 
Hamon and her children, whose love for 
the father must long since have withered 


- and died, have this last loathsome disgrace 


enveloping them. Their position was just 
as bad while he lived. . 
But it does matter tremendously that 
Jake Hamon’s life was denied its last am- 
bitious triumphs, that Destiny stepped in 


‘and cried a halt! “Thus far shall ye go. 


and no farther’—and that we have the 
lesson proved once more that “the wages 
of sin is death.” It does not matter that in 
the trial of Clara Hamon, no matter what 
the caution of the prosecution, Jake Ha- 
mon will stand forth the murderer of him- 
self, the murderer of his wife and children 
and the murderer of Clara Hamon. It is a 
lesson that every era must learn again and 
each decade brings a new horrible example 
to drive it home. 


When women take vengeance into their 


own hands they generally have little left 
to lose—whether it be the wife or the other 
woman. Perhaps this is why juries temper 
justice with mercy to such women—an in- 
mer conscience tells them they need not 
rub it in. And there is a deal of difference 
between this sort of frenzied crime and 
the crime in cold blood for material gain. 
No matter what the efforts of legal for- 
mality to the contrary, the murdered man 
will always be tried for his own murder 
in such cases—just as the dead woman or 
her lover in the reverse case is as surely 
tried and the “unwritten law” is invoked by 
the husband. Juries are merciful to hus- 
bands, too, In such cases. 


Jake Hamon climbed and built well, but 
he omitted the essential rock of founda- 
tion—a good character and a happy home. 
It was a grievous omission and it is well 
that the fact should be read, marked and 
learned. Thank heaven, character is still 
the main foundation of success—and the 
Hamon case is a forceful example of the 
comforting. fact. And that is why, with 
all its horrors and sordid revelations, this 
and similar cases are read with such relish 
by the pubHc. It is not wholly due to a 
morbid taste for nastiness, but rather the 
reassurance, the renewed conviction that 
vice does not pay, that the wages of sin 
are, indeed, death, and that, if the victims 
of vice must suffer, so also do the princi- 
pals. 
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YAP CONTROVERSY. 

Complications growing out of the fail- 
ure of the United States to become a mem- 
ber of the League of Nations are already 
arising. The fear expressed by The Times 
that our isolation would place us in a pos!- 
tion of opposition to the combined nations 
with which we were associated during the 
war is becoming a reality. One of the last 
acts of the Wilson administration was a 


| protest against the action of the Supreme 


Council of the League in conferring, with- 


of this country, a mandate over the island 
of Yap to “His Majesty the Emperor of 
Japan.” 

Secretary Colby made the point that, by 
right of conquest, the United States pos- 
sessed part interest in Yap. The island was 
taken from Germany by “the Allied ana 
associated powers;” and the interest of one 
of the associated powers was not consid- 
ered in making the award. 

Plainly the Supreme Council of the League 
of Nations does not possess the right to 
dispose of property in which the United 
States has an interegt without our govern- 
ment’s consent. But how are we to give 
effect to our protest? A right which can- 
not be enforced is but the vaguest abstrac- 


all the colonies which Germany lost by rea- 
son of the war, and their disposition with- 
out consideration of our right is a violation 
of recognized standards of justice and 
equity. The rights of property, hitherto 
considered as inalienable, are outraged 
when the interests of one of the holders is 
disregarded. 

But a law that cannot be enforced has 
only a mythical existence. When the inter- 
ests of the powers associated in the League 
of Nations conflict with our “rights,” by 
what means are we to enforce our just 
claims? We would be within our rights 
to refuse to recognize the authority of the 
mandate of the Emperor of Japan over Yap; 
but he would be within the “right” con- 
ferred upon him by the Supreme Council 
of the League of Nations to resist any ef- 
fort on our part to forcibly dispute his 
sovereignty. When two alleged rights come 
in conflict, that which is supported by the 
superior force will prevail. And, in the case 
of Yap, the right of the Emperor of Japan 
would be backed by the League through 
which he derived his mandate. 

The United States government possessed 
the undisputed right to refuse to become a 
member of the League of Nations: but we 
cannot escape from the consequences of 
that refusal. Isolation has its advantages; 
but we are likely to discover that it has 
also its disadvantages. The savage, fettered 
only by natural laws, is the most independ- 
ent individual on earth; but his independ- 
ence entails evil consequences as soon as he 
comes into contact with groups of his fel- 
low-men. Savages were tracked like wild 
beasts and sold into slavery when captured, 
until the species became extinct. The for- 
mer savage races are either civilized or 
nonexistent. 

Our rights have been outraged in the dis- 
posal of our interest in the island of Yap 
without remuneration. Perhaps the “‘bitter- 
enders” who oppose our accepting a mem- 
bership in the League under any conditions, 
will tell us what we are to do about it. 


NPROFITABLE WAR. 

Sir George Paish, Biitain’s war finance 
emissary, declares that after a careful ex- 
amination of conditions in the various Euro- 
pean countries, he reluctantly concludes that 
practically all of them will repudiate their 
war debts. 

Disconcerting as this must be for the cred- 
{tor nations, resulting in a demoralization 
of national credits everywhere, it must also 
be a bitter but salutary lesson of the profit- 
less misery and cruelty of modern warfare. 
Time was when a successful war brought 
wealth and glory to the victors, so that 
many a bloody war was provoked by a na- 
tion's rulers for no better purpose than to 
replenish its coffers and enhance its wealth 
and prestige. But the bloodiest of all bloody 
Wars has now proven that victor and van- 
quished must equally suffer, equally pay— 
that victory, like virtue, must be its own 
reward. The only nations who can possibly 
gain in material wealth by modern warfare 
are those that keep out of it. And the only 
individuals who can profit by war today are 
the profiteers. As these facts become more 
poignantly obvious, it will be a reckless, fool- 


| ish nation, indeed, that will start a new war 


tion. We possess perhaps an equal right in 


out consideration of the rights and interests *. 


for the benefit of neutrals and prof- 
iteers, sacrificigg blood and treas- 
ure, propagating untold suffering 
and misery for no other reward than 
empty victory at best. 

With all the spoils and glory gone 
out of war, nations will find that 
‘their “honor” is not quite so senst- 
tive, that it can be appeased in bet- 
ter ways than with blood. There 
can be no glamour in a war that 
means all sacrifice and no gain, no 
matter who is victor. So while a 
general repudiation of war debts 
will be highly disconcerting and 
embarrassing, it seems probable in 
the light of recent armament dis- 
cussions in the various nations that 
this sordid lesson of profitiess war 
should be driven home to the minds 
of their peoples. It may, alas, prove 
a stronger argument for the League 
of Nations than any spiritual appeal 
could hope to make.

MANY LEARN TO STAND. 


Attendance at Postural Work Class 
at Asylum Hits High Mark. 


The Bureau of Catholic Charities, 
in a report of the postural work re- 
cently instituted in the Los Angeles 
Orphan Asylum, shows that from 
Oct. 24, 1920, to Feb. 24, 1921, the 
average attendance was 100 in each 
class. 

Each child is given the special) at- 
tention and care necessary for its 
individual benefit, The children are 
examined and are then placed in dif- 
ferent groups in order that the prop- 
er corrections for each group may 
be emphasized. 

General work is given the entire 
class in corrective breathing, breath- 
ing exercises, rela€xations and floor 
work. The work is done out of 
doors. The class. is under the direc- 
tion of Miss Helen Wolf, assistant to 
Mrs. C. F. Glimm, director of postural 
corrective work for the Los Angeles 
Tuberculosis Association, and is su- 
pervised by Drs.

Paintings of the West. 

The twenty-six pictures’ that 
Maynard Dixon is showing at the 
Stendah! galleries, in the Ambas- 
sador Hotel, are announced as 
“paintings of the West,” and in one 
sense, of course, they are no more 
paintings of the West than are the 
landscapes painted in Southern 
California. In another, and raore 
subtle sense, however, they are much 
more so, for they deal with that 
vast territory which civilization has 
touched only lightly as yet, and they 
depict the life which is not-—and 
could not be—lived anywhere but in 
the West. 

His very titles, though you must 
go and see the canvases, will con- 
vince you that he is right in label- 
ing them pictures from the West. 
1 choose at random, “Sierra Nevada 
from the Desert,” “The Home of the 
Haf Breed.” “The Blue Canyon,” 
“The Cattle Country,” “Blackfoot 
Historians,” “The Medicine Wom- 
an,” “The Po 
ing Herd,” “The Navajos.” These 
are a few of the twenty-six, and 
the others are like them. 

Dixon was born and bred in Call- 
fornia, and he has been away from 
his native State only for five years 
of work on a newspaper in New 
York. Those five years are asa tale 
that is told. They belong to the 
limbo of the lost and forgotten. The 
artist is Californian—western—-in 
every -bone and sinew of his Y, 
in every fiber of his flexible hand. 
When he began to paint, after his 
brief apprenticeship on newspapors, 
it was to the West that he turned, 
and here he has remained in body 
as well as in spirit. We may there- 
for conclude, and rightly, that he 
gives us the truth about the West— 
the truth as an artist sees and feels 
it, the highest truth. 

Some years ago Maynard Dixon 
turned to decorative painting, and at 
that time he painted for Mrs. Anita 
Baldwin decorations for two of her 
rooms that are notably brilliant in 
execution and fine in color. For the 
frieze in her hall he used Indian 
subjects, for her jinx room — jolly 
gnomes at play. The artist’s suc- 
cess Was So great with these two dec- 
orations that I had hoped tor an ex- 
hibition of decorative designs at the 
Stendahl galleries.

Stance is cite@ where Mr. Lloyd 
George wanted a number of de- 
nominational chaplains, particularly 
of the Presbyterian shade, appointed. 
Kitchener’s position in the War Of- 
fice required that he make these ap- 
pointments. He opposed the idea as 
being irregular, unnecessary and ex- 


pensive, involving as it did a waste 
of transport, rations and clerk hire. 
After much persuasion on Mr. 


George's part’ Kitchener finally 


‘growled out very grudgingly: “Very 
well, you shall have a Presbyterian.” 
With an awkward smile which broke 
the firmness of his bucolic face, he 
asked: “Let'a see, Presbyterian— 
how do you spell it?” 

When Kitchener came to the War 
Office. he found that preparations 
had been made for just such an 
emergency as the German attack. So 
thorough was the work that he asked 
who was responsible for it He was 
told that Lord Haldane had made the 
preparations.- “Haldane!” he ex- 
claimed; “but isn’t he the man who 
is nore attacked by the newspa- 

rs?” 


He at once dispatched a confiden- 
tial man to s@e the offending editors 
and try to stop the attacks. The edi- 
tors were very courteous, admitted 
that Lord Haldane had filled his of- 
fice with high competence, assured 
Lord Kitchener that they regretted 
‘the attack fully as much as he did, 

but that they had received orders 
and these orders came from so im- 
portant a quarter that they dare not 
disobey them. The orders had come 
from a much respected leader of the 
Unionist party and had to be\carried 
out. 

The more or less general impres- 
sion that Kitchener was a great or- 
ganizer and executive is not held by 
the author. He says: “Lord 
Kitchener was the last man in the 
world to be called a machine. He 
solemnly distrusted the’ mechanism 
of all organizations. He was first 
and last an out-and-out individual-

IRON MERCHANT AND WRITER 
SUCCUMBS AT HOME OF 
SPANISH WAR HERO. 


George Huntington Hull, 70 years 
old, retired tron merchant of New 
York, author and father-in-law of 
Richmond Pearson Hobson, the na- 
tional prohibition leader, who won 
fame in the Spanish-American War, 
died last night at the Hobson home, 
Normandie avenue. 

Mr. Hull was visiting his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Hobson, when he became 
ill. He leaves a widow, Mrs. Lucis 
Houston Hull. 

The remains are now at the un- 
dertaking rooms of E. E. Overholis- 
er & Sons, 1236 South Grand ave- 
nue. The funeral services are to 
be private and the body will he 
sent to Louisville, Ky., for inter- 


ment. 

Mr. Hull was born at Danville. 
N. Y¥., Nov. 22, 1840. He married 
Lucia Eugene Houston of Louisville, 
Ky., in 1887. Early in his business 
career he became a member of the 
firm of Addy, Hull and Company 
of Cincinnati. In 1871 he became 
the head of George If. Hull and 
Company of Louisville, and re-. 
mained in that position until 1890, 
when he was chosen president of | 
the Hull Coal and Coke Company 
of Roanoke, Va. He has also heen 
president of the George H. Hull 
Freight Car Line and the American

“Work on County 
Health Center at Visalia to 
be Started Soon. 


{SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE | 
VISALIA, March 12.—Directors of 


the Tulare County Health Center 
have instructed advertising for bids 
for construction of a $12,000 health 
clinic, the bids to be opened March 
22. Im the meantime a \MIist of 
equipment and prices of the same 
will be secured and submitted at 
the next meeting of the directors. 

Construction is expected to begin 
immediately after April 1, if satis- 
factory bids are received. About six 
months wil be required for com- 
pletion of the building and installa- 
tion of modern equipment. This 
building has been secured through 
activities of the Tulare County Tu- 
berculosis Association and the Red 
Cross. All chapters in the county 


will help in maintenance. This will 
be the first unit in a system which 
promises to be one of the biggest 
enterprises of its kind in California. 

Messrs. Renfro and Michael, ar- 
chitects of Porterville and Visalia, 
who drew the plans, will have charge 
of the work. Constructed of mason- 


system, electrical equipment 
and automatic electric 
heater control, it will combine the 
artistic and the practical. Seven 
large private rooms, a ward, recep- 
tion rooms, conference and operat- 
ing rooms, dental offices, examina- 
tion rooms, laboratories, kitchen and 
suites for nurses are a part of the 
plan, which permits additions at 
any time. 

The Tulare County Health Center 
will provide adequate attention for 
needy or afflicted children of the 


county. Special attention will be 
given those diseases which predis- 
pose tuberculosis. Any ph ian of 


the county will be called on re- 
quest. People who can afford it 
will be expected to pay for treat- 
ment, - those who cannot will” 
receive equal care, while small of- 
ferings will help in the larger ef- 
fort of saving children.

Another angle of “Big Hutch’s” 
assested bunko game developed in 
the United States District Court 
yesterday when John Gunther, @ 
citizen of Valparaiso, Porter couh- 
ty, Indiana, brought an action 
against the Citizens’ Trust and Sav- 
ings Bank and Ctis B. Berry, at 
one time manager of the Hollywood 
branch of that institution, to re- 
cover $15,000 and punitive 

in the sum of $5000. 

It ts asserted in the bill that the 
defendant, Berry, who at the time 
was a tr employee of the bank, 
aided and abetted William Mettler 
and Abner B. Thompson, both with 
a half dozen aliases, in stealing and 
carrying away $15,000 that had 
been intrusted to the defendants by 
Gunther. It is also charged that 
frequent demands have been made 
upon the bank for the return of the 
money and that the requests have 
been denied. 

The suit is the outcome of the

When the first bond issue for 
good roads was voted, the Brawley- 
Banning road was omitted. «At that 
| time many people still had doubts 
as to whether that section of the 
country would ever be important 
lenough to warrant such an expen- 
diture of money. When the 1915 
bonds were authorized, the Ocean- 
to-Ocean Highway had a piace in the 
appropriation in this way: The State 
Was to spend $1 for every $2 ex- 
pended by Imperial and Riverside 
counties. These counties weragnot 
in a financial! condition to do a great 
deal on the road at that time, so it 
was not until the highway bonds of 
1919 were voted that the State was 
able to really push work in a big 
way on the Imperial Valley road.

Word comes down from San Fran- 
cisco that all Studebaker sales rec- 
ords for that city were broken for 
the month of February. The same 
thing happened in Los Angeles, 
where the Paul G. Hoffman Com- 
pany set new monthly marks for 
both new and used car sales and de- 
liveries. 

According to A. G. Rumpf, secre- 
tary and assistant treasurer of the 
Studebaker Corporation of America, 
a similar impetus to sales in the 
Studebaker line has been noted in 
most of the eastern and Middle West 
eities. Rumpf has been visiting the 
Pacific Coast recently and has just 
left Los Angeles for his home in 
South Bend. His report on business 
conditions in general, and the auto- 
mobile industry in pagticular, is of a 
decidedly optimistic character. 

He ascribed the better conditions 
to the change of the public mind. 
“The recent slump in business was 
due to a psychological condition,” 
he says, “due almost entirely to the 
protest of the public against what 
they considered too-high prices.” 
“They felt that they were being 
taken advantage of but were un- 
able to tell just what industries were 
profiteering and which ones were 
not and se went on a general buy- 
ers’ strike. Of course, this caused 
suffering for all lines of buginess ir-

been playing fair or not. 
“We ascribe the improvement in 


:| the automobile industry to the fact 


that the buying public has come to 
realize that the automobil manufac- 
turer should not be included in a 
strike of this kind and now that the 
public has convinced itself that the 
old-established lines of cars were not 
overpriced, and that no appreciable 
reduction could be made without 
wiping legitimate profits, ther 
have once more begun to purchase 


Work on rapidly and 
pavement being laid at the rate 
of approximately one mile per week. 
It is estimated that by the time the 
cantaloupes are ready for shipment 
the road will be so near completion 
that truckloads of cants will be 
hauled over it into Los Angeles.

The irrigated roads of the Impe- 
rial Valley are nearly always in ex- 
cellent condition. So the roads south 
of the Trifollum Canal (west of 
Westmoreland) will be left to the 
last for paving. The pevement 
commences at the edge of the irri- 
gated district and extends eighteen 


Kane Springs, to what is_ known as 
Tule Wash. Then there are eigh 
miles under construction north o 
Tule Wash. This is ‘followed by 


fifteen miles, where there is a gap 
of about six miles under construc- 
tion. This six-mile gap is t 
opposite Mecca. The sand along the 
right of way here is hub deep. Cars 
making this trip are advised to use 
the road via Meccayand Thermai 
until] this gap is closed, although 
the Cleveland pulled through with- 
out any difficulty. The pavement 
from the north end of this gap into 
Indio its completed. Thus, the en- 
tire unpaved distance between In- 
dio and the hard irrigated roads of 


Imperial county is only fourteen 
miles. 


“As the country is financially 
stronger than it has been for years 
and the need of automotive trans- 
portation is greater than it has ever 
been, we look for a greatly {ncreased 
demand. 

“Oh account of many factories 
working only part time or shutting 
down completely for a period of sev- 
eral months, it is quite probable that 


there will be a shortage of cars this 
summer and next fall.” 
“Fortgnately for the Studebaker 
buyers our company went ahead 
with their expansion program and 


we will be able to turn out con-. 


siderably more cars than would have 
been possible if we had not in- 
creased our manufacturing facili- 
ties. - Even these will hardly be able 
to keep pace with the rapidly in- 
creasing demand which we are ex- 
periencing af over the country.”

Esto Broughton, Assemblywoman 
desto, could have her way. She has intro- 
duced a bill in the Legislature which would 
put an end to the sale of synthetic and adul- 
terated beverages. Any attempt to mislead 
the public into drinking deceptive concoc- 
tions, which the buyers mistakenly think are 
composed largely of orange or lemon juice, 
would be promptly squelched if this bill 
became a law. At almost every soda foun- 
tain in the State various drinks purporting 
to be composed of orange juice or lemon 
juice are being sold, drinks which, accord- 
ly contain any fruit juice at all. 

This seems to be getting down to brass 
tacks on a question which directly affects 
the interests of every California citrus grow- 
er and which, besides, has some bearing up- 
on public health. It has the effect, at least, of 
calling a spade a spade. With lemons rot- 
ting by the ton in the washes of the South- 
land, it seems preposterous that any Calli- 
fornian should be offered synthetic substi- 
tutes for wholesome lemopgade. As things 
are now, the cheaply-made artificial stuff is 
all that anmyone is offered excepting at 
prices all out of reason, the profits for the 
fake drinks apparently being so enormous 
as to lead those who dispense them to do 
what they can to discourage the consump- 
tion of the real thing. Miss Broughton’s 
plan will doubtless appeal to the Legisla- 
ture as being too drastic and is probably in 
conflict with existing Federal pure food reg- 
ulations, but her action in bringing it to the 
front focuses attention upon a situation that 
is a challenge to citrus growers and public

and lemon drinks? Are the California citrus | — 


men, organized as they are supposed to be 
for action, going to allow their own health-

THE STATUS OF FLOOD CONTROL 
WORK IN LOS ANGELES COUNTY. 


BY J. A, BELL. 


HEN the necessity of somé adequate. 

remedial action was forced upon Los 

Angeles county by a series of floods 
culminating in the great storms of 1914, one 
of the facts brought to light by the board of 
engineers appointed by the Supervisors to 
investigate conditions and formulate meth- 
ods of control was that there was an area 
in the county, between the Sierra Madre 
Mountains and the sea, equal to 336 square 
miles, which “had been entirely flooded at 
times, since the settlement of the county, 
or which lies so as to be menaced by some 
erratic change in channels during one of 
It was also found that 
the floods of 1914 had actually devastated or 
menaced about 130 square, miles of this 
area, or more than one-third of the total 
area considered by the engineers as com- 
prising the danger zone, a formidable per- 
centage in view of the latitude offered a 
vagrant torrent by the topography of the 
coastal plain. 

It would be extremely difficult to make 
more than an approximate estimate of the 
value of the agricultural land that was in- 
cluded in the 130 square miles of territory 
that was affected either by actual injury or

ONGRESS will be faced, at an early 
date, with measures designed to estab- 
lish those returned soldiers of the 

A.E.F. that so desire upon farms of their 
own. For many months such measures 
have been an objective -of the American Le- 
gion, more especially in California and the 
Western States. Those who are laboring 
for the plan urge that it affords one means 
of diecharging America’s debt of honor to 
her soldiers, and, secondly, that it will, if 
wisely carried out, bring large areas of 
land, now vacant, under cultivation. While 
training is going on, also, it will enable es- 
tablished farmers, desirous of working 
farms under shares, to get help of that kind. 


In Australia, where the placing of the sol- 
dier on the land, either on a separate farm 
or as a member of a group settlement, has 
been carried on for over two years, the ex- 
periment has proved, in the overwhelming 
majority of cases, completely successful. 
Thousands of R.S.A. men are now making 
good on their own farms, and the establish- 
ment of so large a body of men in the rural 
districts is serving to counteract, to some 
extent, the @rift to the cities that is a disas- 
trous factor in national life in Australia as 
in America. 


SYSTEMS FOLLOWED. 


The system upon which the settlement is 
effected is a simple one. Land is made 


VETERANS TO ACQUIRE FARMS. 


available under one or joined of the follow: 
ing fcrms of tenure: Homestead farm, 
crown lease, returned soldiers’ special hold- 
ing, suburban holding, group purchase. 

For the homestead farm, the tenure is a 
lease in perpetuity, and five years’ resi- 
dence, to begin within six months after con- 
firmation, is obligatory. The annual rent 
charged is 2% per cent on the notified capi- 
tal value, payable half yearly in advance. 
A reappraisement of ‘capital value is made 
at the end of the first twenty-five years, and 
every twenty years thereafter. Improve- 
ments thay be made on the estate, in lieu of 
rent during the first five years, provided 
that an amount is spent in each year equal 
to the annual rent upon permanent fixed and 
sibstantial improvements. 

For the crown lease, the conditions dif- 
fer slightly, as the tenure is for forty-five 
years only, and the annual rental is lower— 
1% per cent on the notified capital value. 
Reappraisement is made at the end of fifteen 
years and thirt¥’ years from commencement. 
Rent for the first year will be remitted if 
the lessee expends a sum equal to the rent 
for that year in improvements. 

For returned soldiers’ special holdings 
the land may be set apart by way of sale or 
lease. If by way of lease, the conditions 
will be similar to those of homestead farms. 
Application may be made to purchase the 
land, subject to the recommendation of the; 
land board. The capital vafue will be ap- 
praised, and it must be paid by fifteen an-

The tenure for suburban holdings is a 
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| by menace in the 1914 floods. 


To begin with 
there must be deducted the area devoted to 
other than agricultural objects, principally 


contained in the municipalities situated 
within the menaced district. Outside of the 
towns there was of course a small but high- 
ly valuable percentage of the whole repre- 
sented by public highways, raliroad rights 
of way and properties of that description. — 
And in the valre of the agricultural land it- 
self there was a very wide range between 
the intensively cultivated citrus lands of the 
foothills and the interior valleys on the 
one hand and the pasture lands at the lower 
edge of the coastal plain on the other. How- 
ever, for the purpose of approximation it 
would be conservative to designate 100 
square miles of the total of 130 as agricul- 
tural and to attach an average value of $500 
an acre to it. In this connection it should be 
noted that a meat of land values through- 
out the county would be altogether mislead- 
ing as to the value, based upon their pro- 
ductive capacity, of these 100 square miles. 
They comprise the richest sedimentary soils 
in the county and include practically all of 
the lands which are served by the irrigation 
systems deriving their water from the sur- 
face flow of the rivers. 


Upon this basis the value of the agricul- 


tural land that was imminently or by 
the floods of 1914 would be $32,000,000. 


| This is exclusive of the houses, outbuildings 


and farm stock and machinery. Some of 
this value was totally and permanently de- 
stroyed by the floods. This was. particular- 
ly the cage where the injury was caused by 
erosion. In this .lass of damage lands with 
plantations of citrus, walnut and other val- 
uable trees upon them were entirely cut: 
away, not unfrequently to a depth of ten or 
twelve feet and their place taken by beds 
of sand, gravel and boulders that for argi- 
cultural purposes are absolutely useless. In 
other cases lands that did not suffer from 
actual erosion were covered with deposits of 
sand, gravel and boulders that, for the time 
being. completely destroyed the ability of 
the land to produce crops and entailed upon 
the owner a heavy expenditure in reclaim- 
ing it. Still another class of injury was 
that caused by the unsalability of property 
that did not itself suffer any | seg injury 
from the floods, but which, from its proxi- 
mity to the devastated areas, became un- 
desirable as an investment. 


Since 1914 the value of the agricultural 
land within the flood-menaced area has in- 
creased. More land has been brought un- 
der the plough, the larger holdings are con- 
tinually being cut up and subjected to more 
intensive culture, more and more expensive 
residences and outbuildings have been 
erected and more plantations of orchards 
have been set out. There has been a large 
increment in value, even where no change 
has taken place in the property itself due 
to a sympathetic advance in price in com- 
mon with all other commodities. It would 
probably be within the mark to say that a 
repetition of the floods of 1914 would di- 
rectly menace agricultural values 
times as great as those affected in 1914, 

FLOOD CONTROL BEGUN. 


It took three years for the county to per- 
fect an organization to cope with the flood 
menace, during which period we were given 
a sinister reminder of the danger by a se- 
vere flood in January, 1916, which occa- 
sioned more damage in the northeastern 
part of the county than did the more gen- 
eral flood of 1914. The destruction was par- 
ticularly severe along the courses of the Big 
and Little Dalton, the San Dimas Wash, 
Walnut Creek and along the course of New 
River into which these streams discharge. 
The form in which the county set itself to 
deal with the problem was the creation of a 
flood control district embracing nearly 
the whole of the county with authority con- 
ferred upon it to issue bonds, exercise the 
powers of eminent domain and other essen- 
tials mecessary in an undertaking of this . 
magnitude. Early in the year 1917 the 
district voted in favor of a bond issue of 
$4,000,000 to prosecute the work, the State 
and the Federal governments each provided 
an additional $1,080,000 and the project of 
flood control was actually begun. It will 
be of interest to briefly summarize from the 
point of view of the farming community 
what has been accomplished since that 
time.

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WARE NEMATODE INVISIBLE 
BUT DEADLY ENEMY OF FEANTS | 


BY BERT C. BOUGHER. 


T THIS time of the year when the back 
lot: farmer is setting out fruit trees 
and buying vegetable plants he should 

on the constant lookout for that danger- 
onemy of garden crops, the root-Enot. 
q This disease affects plant roots, on which 
.it produces numerous knots, galis or swell- 
ings of various shapes and sizes, from mi- 
nute knots to those one-fourth inch or more 
im diameter. The root-knot swellings can 
be readily distinguished from the legumin- 
' ous nedules which are common on bean 
roots and on roots of other plants of the 
same family, mainly by the fact that the 
knots are swellings of the body of tho roots 
themeelves and are not detachable from 
them, while the leguminous nodules are de- 
veloped only superficially on the roots, are 
easily detachable from them and are not ac 
companied by malformations of the roots. 
Plants affected with root-knot are more or 
less yellowish, often wilted and stunted in 
their growth. When the disease is severe, 
many plants will die prematurely. 


Root-knot affects a great number of cultl- 
vated and wild plants. All truck crops are 

subject to it, but there are several field 
- @rops, such as corn and velvet beans, that 
are free from the attack. Plants on heavy 
clay soils suffer little from’ the disease. 
Lands that are regularly under water each 
year for a month or longer are free from 
rooi-knot. Light sandy soils are especially 
favorable for its development. 


Root-knot ts caused by the activities of 
ths minute eel-worms or nematodes, which 
are so small that they are invisible to the 
eye. They are little white worms that feed 
en the roots, boring into them, and by me- 
chanical irritation, and also by the effect of 
certain substances preduced by them, 
cause the little swellings or knots to form 
on the roots. The cell structure of the root 
is either partially or entirely disrupted by

the work of this pest and as a consequen 
the plant food which is drawn up into the 
plant in the form of a solution is cut off, 
materially reducing and often entirely de- 
stroying the plant. 

A LITTLE-KNOWN PEST. 


_A little understanding of the habits and 
life history of this-most pernicious of all 
garden pests will be both interesting and 
valuable. It only takes four weeks from 
the time the egg is hatched until the pest 
grows to maturity, lays its quota of eggs and 
dies. In such a mild climate as we have here 
in Southern California, the nematode pro-

The principal source of infection for the 
home gardener is in buying infected nursery 
stock, tomato and sweet potato plants. It 
in casy enough to overlook these small 
knots on the roots, especially in view of the 
fact that eight out of ten. persons do not 
know of this pest. If your heighbor has an 
infected lot, you can easily transport the in- 
fection to your ground by means of bor- 
rowed garden tools and also on the soles of 
the shoes. Barnyard manure is oftentimes 
a source of infection and it is nearly impos- 
sible to overcome this difficulty. Most of 
our native weeds that grow so abundantly 
around the edge of the lot are ideal hosts 
for the nematode. 


The old adage about an ounce of preven- 
tiun being worth a pound of cure is applica- 
bie to the nematode in its fullest meaning. 
By all means do your utmost to keep this 
pest from entering the premises. Once you 
heve it, your days of happy gardening are 
over, temporarily at least. When buying 
young trees or plants do not accept them as 


being free from this dreaded pest, but give | 


them a very close inspection, examining ev- 
ery root to make sure that there are no 
swe:lings on them. If any are 
even expensive trees, it is better to throw 
them away than to infect the whole back 


yard and then be compelled to dig the tree § 


out just about the time it starts to grow 


well. if it is possible to inspect the plants |g |

ALMOND GROWERS FEEL 
NEED OF PROTECTION. 


Unless the almond grower is given a 
tariff on shelled almonds from Europe of 
not less than three times as 
on almonds in the shell he cannot find a 
market under present conditions, is the 
declaration of the California Almond Grow- 


ers’ Exchange. 

The great demand is for shelled almonds. 
The present tariff gives the almond im- 
porter an opportunity to sell shelled 
almonds at a rate of duty equal to one-third 
of that assessed on almonds in the Shell. 
The revenue to the Government is $3 per 
hundred on almonds in tire shell. If<these 
100 pounds of almonds are shelled in 
Europe, they would yield tweaty-five pounds 
of nuts, which, at the rate of 4 cents for 
shelled almonds, means a revenue of but 
$1 for an equal amount of production abroad. 
The almond growers want a tariff of not 
less than 5 cents per pound on almonds ip 
the shell, and 15 cents per pound on shelled 
nuts. 

Imports of almonds have increased from 
5,140,232 pounds in 1900, to 35,490,446 
pounds in 1919, and 22,358,818 pounds for 
eleven months of 1920.

tillzer prices, the cheapest source of nitro- 
gen available among commercial fertilizers. 
It contains from 15 to 20 per cent of am- 
monia. An application of 200 to 250 pounds 
for a 50 by a 150 foot lot, put on as a top 
dressing and hoed in, will give good results, 
if handled properly. The best time to make 
an application is when the soil is dry, as 
the material mixes better with the soll, 
When the cyanamid has been’ thoroughly 
mixed with the soil it should be irrigated to 
a depth of at least eighteen inches. Most 
of the worms are in the first eight or nine 
inches of soil, but it is necessary to kill the 
few that exist below that depth, otherwise 
they will reinfect the upper layers in a few 
weeks. Be sure and dissolve all the cyana- 
mid by wetting thoroughly because that 
which doesn't go into solution will scorch 
the plants. 

The time to plant after using this fertili- 
ser depends on the amount used, type of 
soil, and thoroughness of mixing and irri- 
gation. Providi the above is done, 
radishes may be planted within a week, 
celery: lettuce, rape, “parsnips, cabbage, 
cucumbers, cantaloupes, okra and Irish po- 
beans in about three weeks. For cowpeas, 
cucumbers, cantalovpes, okra, and rish po- 
taioes, a full month should elapse before 
planting.

producer can work together in harmony 
in providing cheaper meats to the comsumer 
and higher prices to the producer, Charlies 
O. Robinson of the firm of Clay, Robinson 
& Co., Chicaco live-stock commission mer 
chants, says that an efficiently managed 
union stock yards in Los Angeles would 
bring about just such results. Mr. Robin- 
son is spending « few weeks in Southern 
California enjoying a visit with his mother, 
Mrs. Margaret J. Robinson, who is a resi- 
dent of Los Angeles and who recently cele- 
brated her ninetieth anniversary. 


Southern California, Mr. Robinson says, 
would become a wonderful field for market 
cattle if the union stock yards plan were 
to-S> carried out, the Imperial Valley alone 
being able to raise enough feed to take 
care of the feeders which would be shipped 
in. He believes Los Angeles is the logical 
place for such a plan, because it would 
draw from Nevada, Utah, Colorado, Western 
‘Kansas, New Mexico, Arizona, Texas, Old 
Mexico, California and probably Washing- 
ton and Oregon. Such a system, he says, 
would call for keen competition among the 
buyers, which, in turn, would make equitable 
prices, as the buyers for all the packers 
would be required to bargain for purchases. 


. “Increasing population,” Mr. Robinson de- 
clared, “demands a union stock yards as a 
place where thin cattle and sheep can be 
shipped in and fed on feeds raised in the 
great agricultura] valleys. This stock is 
now shipped across the country to eastern 
markets only to be rerouted back. Not only 
would a union stock yards cause a greater 
growth in Los Angeles banking houses, but 
it would mean a greater growth in all lines 
of business, as witness the tremendous 
gfowth in those cities which have already 
established yards, such as Sioux City, Oma- 
ha, South St. Joseph, Kansas City, St. Louis, 
Denver, Fort Worth, Spokane and Portland. 

“The Union Stock Yards of Chicago is 
today one of the strongest organizations in 
that city, being a great clearinghouse for 
the farmer. Banks could not and would not |

“At the present time the producer does 
not know, nor can he find out the true mar- 
ket conditions that are in existence here. 
By the introduction of a union stock yards 
he would be able to gauge his future activi- 
ties im the live-stock business and plan his 
operations accordingly, to meet the existing 
demands.” 


In response to the question, “Where does 
the packer stand in the country today?” 
Mr. Rob made it plain that he dis- 
agreed with those who condemn “packer 
influence.” “The ‘packer has been made 
the goat all over the country, when in real- 
ity he is the friend of the farmer,” he said. 
“These attacks have invariably resulted in 
investigations, followed by a boycott on 
meats. Fish and vegetables are substituted 
for meat for a period, which naturally less- 
ens the consumption of meat, making it 
take a tumble. With a glutted market, the 
producer must take less for the finished 
product and suffer the consequences. Guns 
are trained on the big packers by a coterie 
of cattlemen andja few wily politicians who 
see a chance to gain public approval and 
a soft place to light in office. By this 
method a thousand smaller packers are 
hurt. The big weight, however, falls on the 
producer. As far as I can judge, the retailer 
is the one that reaps the profit of such 
methods, for in every case that has come 
under my observation, the retailer insists 
on keeping the price up high to the con- 
sumer. 

“Last May the price of fat cattle declined 
from $4 to $5 per hundredweight, amount- 
ing to $40 to $80 per head. With this tre- 
mendous decline, I could not buy meat any 
cheaper from my butcher. I took the matter 
up with the Bureau of Markets at Wash- 
ington. They made an investigation and 
found the same conditions in the eastern

PREVENTION BIG NEED. 


The situation confronting the flood con- 
trol engineers, faced with the devastation, 
actual and potential, of the storms of 1914, 
may be compared to a building whose 
foundation has given away and which must 
be temporarily propped up pending the con- 
struction of a foundation that will render 
it permanently safe. The most important 
aspect of the flood problem is flood preven- 
tion. To merely dyke off the furious tor- 
rents into defined channels and to divert 
their silt-laden waters from our harbors 
would be a poor,and in the end a disastrous 
policy of handling our flood question. For 
the farmer himself it would be a policy of 
save at the spigot and waste at the bung.

permit of it. But the farmers wh lands 
were exposed to the ravages of flood Waters 
and the harbors whose commerce in 
twenty-four hours be paralyzed by a visita- 
tion similar to that of 1914, could hardly 
wait for relief through the years required 
to install a system of dams in the mountains 
or until such time as the leisurely processes 
of reforestation began to be effective. 

The chief activity, therefore, of the work 
of flood control at the start was to confine 
and direct the flood flow—to protect as far - 
as possible the lands along the watercourses 
from further erosion and sedimentation, to 
confine the streams to definite channels and 
to provide an exit for flood water into the 
ocean without endangering our harbers. 
These works have no effect whatever upon 
the quantity of flood water which within 
any given time may pass down our water 
courses to the sea. They are purely de- 
fensive measures, But*they were necessary 
while the plan of attacking the fundamental 
problem of flood prevention and its corol- 
water conservation could be matured 
and brought into being. 

On the first of the present year Chief 
Engineer J. W. Reagan reported to the 
Board of Supervisors that to date there had 
been expended upon flood control work 
under his direction a total of $3,405,416.11. 
An analysis’ of the items making up this 
total shows that for strictly defensive work 
as -above defined there was expended 
$2,585,915.45 or 76 per cent of the whole 
amount. The defensive expenditure can 
itself be divided into two amounts, one of 
$1,437,930.58 for harbor protection, and 
another of $1,147,984.87 for the protection 
of stream banks by means of riprap, piling, 
wiring, brush and earthen levees, rectifica- 
tion of channels, clearing and excavating 
channels and procuring right of way. It is 
this phase of the control work that makes 
immediate ocular appeal to the farming 
community. table is herewith appended 
showing the localities in which the money .

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California is battling to keep the alfalfa 
weevil from her boundaries. It infects fields 
dn Nevada only a few miles from the State 
boundaries and stringent precautions are 
being taken by horticultural commissioners 
to keep it-out of California fields. it is now 
responsible for the loss of hundreds of 
thousands of dollars annually to growers in 
Utah, Idaho, Colorado and Wyoming. 

‘Arsenfcal sprays when properly applied 
will destroy the weevil, United States De- 
specialists say. 
The sprays can be made of arsenate of lead 
or arsenate of zinc. Where the former is 
used the poison is measured for use at the 
rate of two pounds of the powder or four 
pounds of the commercial paste to each 100 
gallons of water, until it becomes a thin 
paste without lumps. It is then diluted and 
strained and two pounds of laundry soap is 
added. The spray should be kept stirred up 
while in use and care should be taken to 
keep .out all dirt and lint. 


The spray should be applied at the time 
when the young larvae become so numerous 
that they completely destroy the growing 
tips of the alfalfa. Spraying before this 
time will fall to catch all of the weevil. In 
fields infested with the weevil when this 
condition is reached the tops of the plants 
become white as if frost-bitten. As the time 
for spraying is thus limited it is necessary 
that all precautions and preparations be 
made beforehand. 


When using spray machines with pfes- 
sures below seventy-five pounds, many of 
the particles collect into drops and roll off 
the foliage. As the préssure increases the 
foliage is covered more thoroughly. The 
spray pump should be regulated to deliver 
100 gallons of spray mixture per acre. At 
this rate the spraying costs about $1 per 
acre of which about 60 cents is charged to 
the mixture. 


The spraying of alfalfa does not injure 
the crop for feeding and will not harm farm 
animals, the department men say. Many of 
the cattle fed on it wi probably take in 
more arsenic with their drinking water than 
with tneir hay and as for the lead content, 
few of them would live long enough in the 
natural course of things to show the least 


effect of it.

Tractor Cultivation Was an Inevitable Development in Power Farming.

difference between fruitwood and sucker- 
wood, to what practical use can any of these 
systems be put, when no three persons’ will 
agree as to what class certain degrees of 
growth belong?. 

The only answer to this, the writer be- 
lieves, is to prune each tree according to 
the individual conditions found therefn. 
This should be done with the idea of grow- 
ing a tree which is well balanced. When 
a tree is described as being well balanced, 
reference is not particularly made to one 
which has a good symmetrical appearance, 
but rather to a tree where the relationship 


of ‘fruit, foliage, -branches‘and light are 
p | Ao give the best possible 
results. 


Often in an old grove of navel oranges, 
a dwarfed tree loaded with fruit will be 
noticed, which shows the effect of too high 
a ratio of fruit to the leaf area of the tree. 
A tree in this condition should be cut in 
such a manner as to promote a more vigor- 
ous growth, and the fast-growing wood 
should be encouraged at the expense of the 
slower growing wood. If the tree bears one 
bumper crop after another without a corre- 
sponding increase in leaf area, no matter 
how much fertilizer is applied the tree will 
exhaust itseif in time. 


The next tree to consider is the tree/§ 


which grows so rapidly that it has a large 
leaf area, but very httle fruit. This tree 
may be the result of ruthless cutting, if 
the sucker growth is perpendicular and 
cane-like, or if the shoots are mostly hori- 
zontal and vin.-like, with large leaves of 
dark green color and the fruit of poor qual- 
ity, the tree is, in all probability, a “shade- 
strain” type tree, and is due more to the 
budwood msed than to any physical con- 
dition, Generally speaking, a “shade-strain” 
type of tree should be pruned by moder- 
ately cutting from fast-growing wood to 
slower growing wood, and removing the 
long vine-like types of growth by cutting 
them at the base, if they run through the 
center of the tree, or to a slower growing 
lateral if found on the outside. There is 
little chance, however, to entirely remedy 
the habit of bad growth in this type of tree 
by pruning. The tree which owes its rapid 
growth and nonproductiveness to severe 
cutting, may be brought back to freit_ pro- 
duction by removing a few of the nivst 
objectionable limbs at one time, until only 
desirable, slower growing wood remains. 
Care should be taken to remove too 
much wood at any one pruning in order to 
avoid unbalancing the tree, and making 
conditions worse than-they were before cut- 
ting. Often one will be confronted with a 
limb which is fast growing and of poor 
quality, that might be classified as a NMa- 
bility but which it would be a mistake to 
remove, inasmuch as the reactive growth 
caused by the cut would be of a worse ‘na- 
ture and a greater liability than the one 


preceding.

PRODUCTION OF COMB 
HONEY NOT SO EASY. 
ev W. BEARCAW. 

There is am agitation in bee circles at 
present for the more extensive production 
of comb honey, It hag been generally said 
that almost any one can produce extracted 
homey, but that it takes‘an expert to pro 
@uce fine comb honey. 

Southern California produces a very 
limited amount of fine comb honey, varia- 
ble temperatures and elevations being the 
prime factors in the situation. The nights 
of the honey season are generally too cold, 
and observation has led me to believe that 
a large part of the work of-the bees in 
storing, evaporating, curing, sealing or 
capping, is. during the night 
time. Is it not a fact that during the night 
time there aré about twice as many indi- 
vidual bees at home assisting in the vari- 
ous household duties? They belong to 
that class that never sleeps. 


We are brought face to face with the 
same facts and conditions in the production 
of comb honey as in the production of ex- 
tracted honey and, generally speaking, the 
same methods with certain alterations, 
must be employed. 

It is a dificult matter to use a _ single 
story hive through the winter season and 
to tier up with comb honey supers in the 
spring. While this method will work to a 
certain degree it will not uce enough 
to warrant its being followed on an ex- 
tensive scale. First of all there must be a 
hive full of bees, in fact, overflowing and 
as little swarming as possible. 

Then follow the procedifre outlined for 
producing extracted honey. When the sea- 
son's flow of honey is over and the bees are 
to be put in the winter quarters using two- 
story hives arrange them all without queen 
excluders between stories and allow them 
to remain this way until late the following 
spring. When the opportune time ap- 
proaches in the early spring months, go 
through each colony, getting rid of -all 
drone comb that you can, the plain idea 
being to combine each two-story solony into 
one, at a time when the most bees can be 
utilized. If a person desires to use all the 
bees and brood, that is, in the second 
story, put an excluder between the stories 
for about twenty-one days, shaking al] the 
bees in at the entrance. Be sure the queen 
‘le below. 

When this twenty-one-day period has ex- 
pired there will be no brood upstairs. How- 
ever, there will be honey and bees. Re- 
move the second full winter story and sub- 
stitute comb honey super, or supers, shak- 
ing all bees in at the entrance, using combs 
elsewhere. If you have an extracting yard 
use them there. The exact time required 
for such a procedure will have to be de 
cided by the apiarist in charge as in some 
years our seasons are early and again they 
are late. In all events get the bees in the 
comb honey supers when the flow is on. 
Single tier supers are generally used in this 
State, although full depth, wide frames 
with section boxes therein could be used. 
Tiering up the supers will be a matter in 
which the man in charge will be the judge 
and this will depend mostly upon the 
strength of colony and the honey flow in 
the field. The bees should -be given suffi- 
cient room at all times. The use of honey 
boards with bee escapes therein is almost 
a necessity for the vapid manipulation of 
comb honey. Put them under in the even- 
ing and by morning it will be clear of 
above the board, generally speaking, if the 
escape is in working order. 

To conserve the heat and -retain good 
temperatures, we have always used ten- 
ounce canvas mats directly on the comb 
honey. supers. The bees will seal them 
down usually air tight. The size of sec- 


|tion boxes used is the standard 44x4%4,x1% 


inches, also 1% wide. I find them best for 
all general purposes. Half-inch supers with 
followers and springs—not wedges—are 
used by us exclusively. Eight-inch frame 
sizes fit the hive bodies properly. 

The use of comb foundation as starters 

in section boxés is absolutely necessary. 
The amount, shape, weight, etc, being 
largely a matter of choice. My experience 
is that foundation cut in a triangular shape 
with the point about the center of the sec- 
tion box, answers in fulj all the require- 
ments. My general average run, during a 
good season was about four full supers per 
colony, in a yard of 100 stands, due allow- 
ance being made for swarming: Do all that 
you can to reduce the swarming fever. 
A few years ago when the subject of 
comb honey was given more attention than 
at the present time, we produced ag much 
of it as any one single concern in that line, 
and this article is based on actual facts as 
they have been found by the rhiaaess

That the peak of farm labor prices was 
reached in the harvest of 1920, and that 
farm wages are declining at a more rapid 
rate than wages in other industries is 
shown by a Federal review, recently made 
public. During the past few months farm 
wages in California have declined an aver-

The highest wages in this country’s his- 
tory were paid farm workers in 1920. The 
average throughout the States was $46.89 
with board and $64.95 without board, and 
by the day, $4.36 without board and $3.59 © 
with board. In 1895 the average wage with- 
out board was the smallest since the Depart- 
mént of Agriculture began to keep count, 
$17.95. From 1915 to 1920, farm labor with- 
out board received a gain of as hign as 115 
per cent. 

The allowance for board for a farm 
laborer is highest in the far western States, 
or $26.22. It is only $14.81 in the Southern 
States and $20.18 in the Corn Belt.

OR long it was insisted upon by, Mary’s 

defenders that the question of her guilt 
or innocence rested on the authenticity of 
the letters, which were used in the trial 
which took place in England... Of course 
they were of signal use to the prosecutors; 
so much so, that they were declared later to 
be forgeries. But recent discoveries of docu- 
ments, sueh as the Earl of Morton's written 
affidavit regarding their capture, and their 
inspection by men of reputation, go to prove 
their genuineness. One of the noblemen 
who inspected them and appended his sig- 
nature, was the Earl of Atholl, a Catholic, 
who had left the pdrty of the Queen from 
entirely disinterested motives, and was ulti- 
mately one of Morton’s bitterest enemies.

Another Scot who was 
held in the highest respect by his contem- 
poraries, Lord Home, also inspected. the 
documents and declared them genuine. 


Internal evidence would also show that 
forgery would be next to impossible. The 
details described in Letter II, written from 
Glasgow, have a verisimilitude which a for- 
ger could hardly have invented. Queen 
Elizabeth sent Mary, then in captivityy~a 
copy of Buchanan's “Detection,” in which 
the letters were published; but though Mary 
bitterly @enounced in general terms the 
calumnies the book contained, she said 
nothing about forged letters. Nor was ever 
a proposal mooted by the Catholic powers 
who befriended her to have the genuineness 
of the letters tested. The originals finally 
came into the possession of the Gowrie 
family, and seem to have been destroyed be- 
fore the close of the century. Readers of! 
history know how sad a fate met the Gowrie 
brothers; it was the chief tragedy of the

Not only did the original 
letters of Mary disappear,-but French‘ copies, 
certain English translations that were made 
at Westminster, ti original copies of 
the Scottish trans Had it not’ been 
for the translations appended to Buchanan's

Hewever, experience has driven home the 
lesson that the entire nation“! prosperity 
is associated with proper consideration of 
the economi¢s elements which enter into 
our foreign relations. Popular -understand- 
ing of the condition and the general and 
unpartisan acceptance of the facts among 
public men now seen to have paved the 
way for businesslike methods in handling 
the nation’s foreign business. Just as win- 
ning the war made big demands upon the 
abilities of our © siness men, so the diplo- 
matic job of holding our own in interna- 


_tional readjustment creates a call for their 


services. 


The foreign market, like the domestic 
market, has shifted- from a buyer’: to a sell- 
ing market. Gone are the days when ocean 
transportation was the only restraint upon 
sales to the foreign consumer. Instead, 
there is an unremitting demand for the 
highest and most constructive form of 
salesmanship to create the market by eén- 
abling the const ser to pay. It has been 
done time and time again in the domestic 
market, and the men who have succeeied 
at home are most likely to prove compe- 
tent abroad. Diplomacy has become a task | 
of constructive salesmanship. 

The American business man is also the 
most successful collector of bad debts in 
the world, and the American government 
has on hand right now a vast store of se- 
eurities, not all of which are gilt edge. 
The job of collecting these bills is not the 
merciless one of the bill collector, but one 
requiring vision, benevolence and applica- 
tion to mutual interests. Diplomacy has 
also become the job of the experienced and 
far-sighted creditor. 


A third exaction to be placed upon our 
diplomats is that they must be keen pros- 
pects of business ‘opportunities. Here, 
again, the demonstrated excellence of Am- 
erican business men challeng § compart- 
son. The man who packs b's bag and hur- 
ries off to South America to make arrange- 
ments for the vanadium supply, or he who 
has been keen to scent the unfolding pos- 
sibilities of Columbian and Mexican oil 
fields or the tolacco market China, will 
not be slow to note the evidences of na- 
tional economic advantages which the 
winds are blowing from many corners of 
the world today. 


Men who have refinanced and ‘sda 
ized successful corporations, who have de- 
veloped new markets and new sources of 
supply, will, as diplomats, draw advantages 
at a hundred points from their training 
and experience which would not be avail 
able to any other class of Americans.—[{lL, 
Ames Brown, in Ferbes Magazine (N. Y.)
